Canada ‘also played a moderating role over 
Berlin, the third major crisis of the year.

“We managed to get some of the atom- 
ratiling phrases softened,” said the official. 

This may not sound significant to the lay- 
man but the official said he regarded this 
as perhaps the most significant accomiplish- 
ment of Canada in external affairs in 1958.

In a toychy world, Canada has exercised 
a useful influence in the past ygor. But 
could she have done more? ‘I think it's cor- 
rect to say that most people at the UN_be- 
lieve Canada. could have done considerably 
more, that instead of exercising only a nega- 
tive restraining role she could have adopted 
more positive policies. 

I asked a number of diplomats and senior 
correspondents what one single action. they 
thought Canada could most usefully have 
taken last year, 

The majority felt that ft would have been 
a positive statement on China. Instead Can- 
ada chose to support the American position 
that admission of China should not be con- 
sidered, a position which the majority of 
members regard as unwise, which many 
Asians regard as almost suicidal folly. 

It should be pointed out that the vote 
this year, as in previous years, was not over 
actual admission of China but as to whether 
or not the matter should even be considered, 
Asian speakers kept asking why, if the Amer- 
ican arguments against admission were so 
good, why weren't shey willing to allow 
them to be tested by vote?’: No Western 
spezker had an answer,

In the vote, the Seandinavian eountries 
and Ireland abstained and were given con- 
siderable credit for taking an independent 
posiiion, Canada supported the U.S.

Among 
the features of the. new action are nine locking lugs, instead 
of the conventional two, which gives the rifle tremendous 
strength, anda bolt lift of only 54 degrees, instead of the 
standard 90-degree lift.

Savage has come out with a couple of surprises in its 
new bolt-action rifle. Using a Mauser action, the Model 110 
has the bolt recessed so it smrouds the head of the cartridge 
case. The,locking lugs are double and the safety is on the 
tang, convenient for either a right or left-handed shooter, 

It has an adjustable trigger pull and comes in. two 
lengths, the longer one for .270 and .30-06 calibres and a 6%- 
pound weapon with 22-inch barrel for either 243 or 308 
calibies. 

* * * 


Colt, which stepped back into rifle production a couple 
of years ago, is producing a good-looking rifle in .243 and 
30-96 calibres. The distinctive feature of the Colt is multi- | 
groove rifling, which was revived successfully by Marlin a 
few years back, Marlin uses 16 grooves and Colt 12 shallow 
grooves instead of four to six deep ones. For my money, 
multi-groqve rifling produces less. bullet deformation and 
thus greater accuracy. _, 

Additional bolt-action riflés are being imported from 
Exirope and one that has been with us for some time—the 
Husqvarna—is now being produced with a left-hand bolt. 
Although almost 12 per cent of our riflemen start their 
shooting as southpaws; this is the first time I have heard of 
a left-handed action available as standard equipment 

Of the new cartridges, Remington is turning out one 
which rivals the popular 270. It is the .280, which comes in 
four’ bullet weights-—100, 125, 150 and 165 grains. The 165- 
grain slug, heavier than any commercially loaded for the .270, 
has’a blunt nose and is intended for shooting in the bush, 
which could make it an extremely popular deer rifle. 

* * * | 

«Winchester has two new cartridges planned for produc- 
tion this year. One of these, the 338, will have ample killing 
power to handle any game in North America, It will be 
joaded in three weights—-300, 250 and 200 grains. The 200- 
grain bullet will have a muzzle velocity of 3,050 feet per 
second, which will make it a Suitable ‘cartridge for hunting 
in open country. . 

Reports on the other Winchester cartridge promise amaz- - | 
ing results, It is labelled the .264 and drives a bullet of 140 | 
grains out of the muzzle at 3,250 feet per sec ond, 100 foot- | 
seconds faster than the 130-grain .270 slug ' 

Being smaller’ in diameter and, heavier than the .270 
bullet, the .264 should produce a flatter trajectory over 300 
yards than any cartridge now on the market using a bullet 
suitable for deer. 

P And if you want real speed,-the .264 will also be loaded | 


with a 100-grain bullet that will whistle away at an astound- 
ing 3,750 feet per second, 
Those are just a few of the new rifle ttems. There are 
lots more which should intrigue the. prospective rifle buyer 
and make for more interesting hunting.

‘The new campsite, purchased for $5,600 and held in 
trust for the Guides by four benefactors, is located on Coal. 
Creek, off the Jordan River Road, 10 miles west of Sooke. 

The Guides need at least $2,000 to develop the site for 
initial use this summer and about $10,000 for ultimate devel- 
opment of five camps on the property. 

The development will be the association’s golden jubi- 
lee project marking the 50th anniversary of Canadian 
Guiding, which will be celebrated by members across Can- 
ada during 1960. 

Mrs. Gosling said the new campsite is needed to accom- 
modate the rapidly expanding membership of the associa- 
tion: Since 1956 the membership lias doubled to its present 
1,800 level.

The ocelot and the lion are 
eats, Both belong to the tooth- 
and-claw cat family. The chim- 
panzee. and the gorilla are’ 
apes.. Both of them belong to 
the ape family, the -tailless, in- 
tellectual upper crust of the 
animal world. Some people 
call these smarties the anthro 
poids, which means’ manlike 
apes. 

The gorilla, then, is an ape. 
Compared with the other mem- 
bers of his family he is a 
giant. However, he rates only 
third on his school report cara, 
His cousin the chimpanzee is 
at the top of the class and his 
cousin the orangutang is in 
second place in intelligence. 

—Though-only-$42_feet $4ah-2- 
big male gorilla may tip the 
scales at 600 pounds His chest 
and shoulders are very wide 
“and powerful. Though “his 
~ Jegs are short, his long, strong 
arms reach: down below his 
knees. He may have an ann 
spread of eight feet.

“fact, we hear all kinds of tales 


of. the gorilla is dark and grim 
and far from handsome. When 
angry? he shows sharp canine 
teeth. 

Altogether, Mr. Gorilla looks 
like a .terrifying monster, In 


about his danger to human 
beings. But the truth of the 
matter is that the big ape 


would rather have nothing to 
do with us at all. He will not; 
steal a human baby. or kidnap 
a women. He would rather 
run away than fight a man, 
though he will defend himself | 
or his family when cornered— 
for he is no coward.

Makes New Bed Each Night 


The -gorilla family loves 
comfort. At night, a mother 
builds a leafy nest in a tree for + 
herself and her baby. Papa 
is too heavy to sleep in a tree. 
So he gathers leaves. and 
twigs and builds a nest on the 
ground. There he beds down 
to sleep, usually with his back 
propped up against a tree. 
These shelters are made for 
just one night's sleep. Some- 
times a roof is built over the | 
nest to keep out the rain. After 
all, the gorillas are apes, the 


clever ones of the animal 
world 
Though Mr. Gorilla can 


swing through the trees on his 
powerful arms, he prefers to 
spend most of his time on the 
ground. He can stand and walk 
almost upright. But when in 
a hurry he goes on all fours. 
He walks on the outer sides of 
his feet-and the bent knuckles 
of his hands. — 
. When threatened by an 
enemy, the big ape really puts 
on a show, He shows how in- 
telligent he is by trying to 
settle the argument before it 
gets rough. “He rears up to his 
fulf height, glaring and snarl- 
ing. He beats his barrel chest 
with his fists, Ther he lifts 
his shaggy head and gets 
ready to roar.
